Only seven countrics, Belgien: 
France, Germany, Italy, the

Names 


These roads, for the use’ of 
which o toll is often levied, are 
known by a variely of names. 


In Germany, they are’ called 
“autobahn,” ~ in’ Italy ‘“auto- 
strada,” .in France “autoroute,” 
und jn the United States “turn- 
pike." Britain reported to the 
Foderation that she has no such 
fronds and therefore no specinl 
nume for them, 


-Western Germany, with ubout

The Royal Society of Art, the 
Brillsh Association for — the 
Advancement of Sclence and the 
NuMeld Foundation joined in; a 
strong committee was formed, 
and their findings and opinions 
are now marshalled, 


Their main conclusion is that 
British industry is aot universai- 


ly backward in scientific matters, |° 


but the. worst firms, “which 
have shocked ua by their 
ignorant oomplacency,” need a 
severe shaking-up, 

All counmtrics have some un- 
progresive firms, but “we do not 
think this justifies the parochial+ 
jem of lorge tracts of British 
jadustry.” The situation fore 
tunately is rapidly improving. 

Many of the supposed obstacles 
to scientille progress ure found 
to be largely imaginary.

Patent Office
